Washington, Feb .3—Diplomatic relations between the 


United States and Germany are severed. 


German Ambassador TOO Bernstorff was handed his 


passports at 1:57 this afternoon. 


A few moments later President Wilson appeared before 


a joint session of the house and senate, informed congress of 
the action that had been taken and looking toward the future 
said: 


If American ships and American lives should in fact be 


sacrificed x x x x x x in heedless contravention of the just 
and reasonable understanding of international law and the 
obvious dictates of humanity, I shall take the liberty of com- 
ing again before congress to ask that authority be given 
me to use any means that may be necessary for the protec- 
tion of our seamen and our people in the prosecution of their 
peaceful and legitimate errands on the high seas. I can do 
nothing less. I take for granted that all neutral governments 
will take the same course." 


This statement of the president left no doubt in any 


one's mind who heard him that he meant that he would ask 
for sanction of a declaration of war if he is compelled to 
again visit the capitol on the subject. 


When the president closed he was met with a tre- 


mendous outbreak of cheering and applause from both sides 
of the chamber and from the galleries—Republicans and 
Democrats alike. 


The president's action in calling upon neutrals to take 


similar action was characterized by some as a spectacular j 
effort to bring the pressure of the neutral world to bear onj 
Germany in the hope of influencing the Imperial government! 
against carrying out her submarine threat. By others it; 
was even regarded as a tremendous move to hasten a peace!
